Proposed Rules Changes  

Mr. Ormond reviewed the proposed rules changes, 

explaining that R156-601 (1) (b) would be changed to 

require certification as a CNA (Certified Nursing 

Assistant) as a requirement to work as a Speech-

Language Pathology and Audiology aide. Mr. Ormond 

also reviewed 58-41-2 (20), and explained the duties 

and responsibilities of a Speech-Language Pathology 

and Audiology aide. 

 

Mr. Bingham and Mr. Cox were concerned with the 

minimal requirements for becoming a Speech-

Language Pathology and Audiology aide. Mr. 

Bingham made a recommendation to require licensure. 

After a brief discussion, Mr. Ormond suggested to 

discuss this issue with USHA (Utah Speech-Language 

and Hearing Association) to determine if the 

profession would support the recommendation. Mr. 

Ormond then reminded the board that to require 

licensure might require a statutory change.  

 

After a detailed discussion it was determined to table 

this issue for further discussion at the next Board 

meeting on July 18, 2007. Mr. Bingham will contact 

USHA president elect Sheryl Spriet to discuss this 

issue, and request for her to attend the next meeting.
